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1.0  INTRODUCTION 


1.1  GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  BIBLIOGRAPHY 

This  bibliography  was  compiled  in  conjunction  with  Program 
Plan  Agreement  (PPA  UM03-1)  Ground  Vehicle  Communication  & 
Control.  The  basic  material  deals  with  land  mobile  radio  com- 
munication, automatic  traffic  control  and  communication  with 
tracked  vehicles. 

Some  earlier  work  on  KWIC  indexes  is  described  in 
References  1-6. 

The  bibliography  is  divided  into  four  parts  as  listed  in 
the  table  of  contents. 

The  accession  number  listing  gives  the  following  informa- 
tion: local  accession  number  (in  this  case  UMTA-XXX) ; authors 

(up  to  80  characters) ; year  of  publication;  title  (up  to  180 
characters) ; title  of  journal;  volume  number;  inclusive  page 
numbers;  NASA,  DDC , or  NTIS  accession  number  (See  Table  1-1)  if 
known;  report  number;  contract  number;  corporate  source;  and 
location  of  corporate  source. 

The  author  index  lists  alphabetically  all  authors  given 
in  the  accession  number,  and  as  much  of  the  title  as  space 
permitted . 

The  negative  key  word  list  is  an  alphabetical  listing  of 
the  letters,  and  words  not  searched  in  the  KWIC  index. 

The  permuted  title  index  or  KWIC  index  is  an  arrangement 
of  the  title  of  a document  such  that  a key  word  is  printed  in 
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the  center  of  the  page.  In  general,  the  shorter  the  title  the 
longer  the  work  in  the  document.  In  many  instances  some  key 
words  were  added  to  the  titles  of  brief  or  non-descriptive 
titles  to  add  to  the  usefulness  of  the  work.  These  title 
enriching  words  were  usually  added  after  a colon.
